The crew of technicians were very experi- 
enced. 

All of them had worked in many countries and 
in all kinds of chmates.

"Sudden winds of gale-force intensity that can 
whip the snow into a blinding powder. 

"It disorientates man & beast. 

"It's like the fearful bora of Trieste but with 
the added 'attraction' of icy flakes swirling like 
knife-blades of razor-sharp glass. 

"The much-feared white-outs multiply the 
already subzero temperature by 3\ 

"'What is known as the wind-chill factor by 
Arctic & Antarctic experts is a menace to life & 
limb to be taken very seriously." 

Dead cold seriously, one might say! 

Small wonder a Norwegian nurse was con- 
stantly on the alert with the unit, vigilant for 
white spots on exposed skin— the first signs of 
frostbite. 

Few members of the crew escaped chill-burn. 

dramatic/traumatic moments 

At one stage the actors & technicians of EM- 
PIRE were virtually sealed in by snowdrifts, 
like mummies in an Egyptian tomb but smo- 
thered by snow rather than sand. 

Avalanches closed the railway link with civili- 
zation. 


Harrison Ford had to be transported in by 
snowplough from a train the railway authorities 
had ordered turned back due to the collapse of 
tunnels on its route.

equal sequel 

Sequels have rarely stood up to the quality of 
their originals. 

One has but to recall such less-than-satisfac- 
tory followups as SON OF KONG. 
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DRACULA'S DAUGHTER. 

CHILDREN OF THE DAMNED. 
DEATHSPORT 3000. 

But Kurtz & Lucas are determined that THE 
EMPIRE STRIKES BACK! will not fall into 
the pit of being a pale imitation of the original 
hit. 

SIO million is being spent on it. 

Most of the original cast being reassembled. 
“It's unlike any sequel ever filmed," Kurtz 
assures. "Galaxies apart from the usual Holly- 
wood cliche. EMPIRE is part of a master plan.

and pictures of the alien are non-existant. 

Set decoration plays an important part in this 
movie. The huge sets & bizarre backgrounds 
must be seen to be believed! When the astro- 
nauts actually land on the asteroid and discover 
the secret they are awed by the size of the 
machinery & artifacts left behind by the alien. 

We in the audience feel the same way. The im- 
mensity of the ahen landscapes, machines & 
strange gadgets can best be described as night- 
marish & awe-inspiring.

But it’s not built as a cruise ship, only to carry 
cargo & make deliveries. 


Part of the task of the crew is to reach the 
outer planets & asteroids and search for oil & 
minerals. When a find is made, the process of 
refining is accomplished by a mini-refinery that 
is towed along with the ship in space. Once the 
cargo is ready it is transported to a needy planet 
or outpost or back to Earth. 

While on routine patrol, the message is picked 
up by the Nostromo, leading its passengers to 
an adventure in space never before witnessed by 
human beings!

Even the man who created the unique design 
of the ALIEN said it gave him nightmares! 

ship's shape 

Aside from the main character that everyone's 
talking about, ALIEN also boasts the most fan- 


tastic effects since STAR WARS. 

The Nostramo for example. 

The ship is supposed to be a mile-long vessel 
(counting the refinery it hauls thru space). To 
bring that off on screen, to make it look real & 
convincing, was a job handled by Brian John- 
son {Space: 1999) and others. The actual model of 
the giant ship is 8 feet long! 

Ron Cobb, artist for STAR WARS, was re- 
sponsible for the interior sets of the massive 
ship which is made in 3 levels to simulate the 
lower deck, center core & the upper deck “A" 
where the living & work quarters are located. Al- 
so the bridge, the mess hall, computer room & 
other ship's necessary equipment are located 
there. 

The bridge is perhaps the most impressive 
ever seen in a sci-fi film. 

Constructed full-scale from parts ranging 
from old TV sets to scrapped automobiles, it 
boasts a fully functional, operating system of 
dials & lights. Here is the brain-center of the 
ship & the computer-operated refinery system it 
hauls along. 

Some of the special effects were handled with 
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Super Seed Pods? Unborn Aliens? What can these Strange Objects be? Kane (John Hurt) confronts Weird 
Things in the Bowels of the Derelict Spaceship. 



a process known as rotoscoping. You saw it used 
in LORD OF THE RINGS and some popular TV 
commercials. Rotoscope is a process where each 
individual frame of film is hand-painted to cre- 
ate the desired effect. It’s a step removed from 
animation and vastly different from model-matte 
work or bluescreen systems (as used in SUPER- 
MAN & STAR WARS). 

Taking over men’s minds is nothing new to 
scientifilms. It’s happened many times in the 
past. 

Other aliens 

INVADERS FROM MARS featured a power 
that controlled men’s minds. The army was call- 
ed in to help and eventually the aliens were 
wiped out. 

IT CONQUERED THE WORLD featured an 
alien from Venus that sent out little flying bat- 
like things that implanted a device in one’s neck. 
Once you were attacked, the creature could con- 
trol your mind and make you do whatever you 
didn’t want to do!

We've seen plague & prehistoric menaces 
and have come face to face (?) with aliens light- 
years ahead of us. Horror films for the most part 
confront us with mad scientists, heroes, hero- 
ines, monsters and ... a happy ending. Some 
films deal strictly with the supernatural and in 
many cases there are no logical explanations. 
Some films deal with mythological creatures &

evil villains and the hero is Sinbad or Sabu or 
some other brave character who knows how to 
deal with the forces of darkness. 

Then there is the science fiction film that 
teaches us a lesson or warns us of what the 
future may portend if we don't mend our ways. 

the unholy 3 (haunted houses) 

In a film like THE HAUNTING (1963) we find 
ourselves with people spending the night in a 
supposedly haunted house. But we never see the 
ghosts altho their presence is well known. Creak- 
ing doors & floors, sinister laughter & crying 
from within the walls, a mood of eerie isolation 
surrounds us. At one point some terrible entity 
is outside the bedroom door, trying to rip it 
apart, heaving against it until it begins to creak 
& snap. One begins to think that the door is ac- 
tually alive & breathing; Then "it" goes away, 
leaving one to w'onder if it all happened ... or 
was only a dream? 

THE LEGEND OF HELL HOUSE was some- 
thing else. The house was haunted and the spir- 


its were evil and out to kill. This very frighten- 
ing movie featured another group of people who 
had to spend the night in a lonely house where 
several murders had taken place. They manage 
to uncover the mystery and solve it, thus clear- 
ing the house of all evil forces. Or do they? At 
the film's climax we are not too sure that the 
place is clear after all. .At least Roddy .Mac- 
Dowall didn't think sol 

THE HOUSE ON HAUNTED HILL (1958) 
starred 'Vincent Price, a very wealthy man wdio 
decides to throw a ghost party. He invites peo- 
ple from different walks of life and offers them 
810,000 apiece if they wall spend one night in the 
house. Foolishly, they agree. A witchlike charac- 
ter appears out of nowhere in the wine cellar, 
someone nearly falls into an acid vat, the host's 
w'ife hangs herself, blood drips from the ceiling. 
It’s a chilling stay in Hill House and ends with a 
skeleton rising from the acid vat, pushing the 
screaming Carol Ohmart into the pit. 

These 3 examples suggest one thing; don't ac- 
cept invitations to visit haunted houses! Every 
time you see a film like this you want to scream 
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WESTWORLD proved to be a no-rest world for this 
sinister humanoid who bore a remarkable resemblance 
to Yul Brynner. 


out. Don't go in there! Don't open that door! 
they never listen. Thru experience I find it's 
safer to sit at home and read a good magazine. (I 
recommend one with the initials FM.) 

jason . . . kong . . . sinbad 

Fantasy films give us creatures that are far re- 
moved from reality. Usually the only way we 
would run into them would be to enter a magic 
kingdom or somehow dissolve into the pages of 
the Arabian Nights. If that should happen, 
there are certain rules to follow. 

First of all, you never accept golden circles, 
glowing stones or any other charm from magi- 
cians wearing black robes. It's also wise to avoid 
ladies with black robes. Black robes spell 
trouble. 

Second, you must never ever charter your 
boat for voyages to uncharted islands or far- 
off kingdoms at the end of the world. It’s much 
safer to stay close to home and deal with the 
problems of the day. 

Take Jason for example. Little did he realize 
that he was destined to travel to some distant 
land in search of a Golden Fleece. He was a 


peaceful man, minding his own business, never 
looking for trouble. Yet he found himself aboard 
the Argo with a crew' of men who were less than 
pleased to be there. He faced storms at sea. King 
Neptune rising from the ocean floor, a giant 
statue that came to life and nearly destroyed 
them all and, worst of all, 7 skeletons trying 
their best to kill him. JASON’ & THE 
ARGONAUTS (1963) found that the grass isn't 
really greener on the other side. In this case, it 
W'as golden 1 

Along comes Carl Denham who has found a 
map of an island that's not on any navigational 
chart. The captain agrees to take the movie pro- 
ducer to the mysterious Skull Island. That W'as 
his mistake! Sat'age islanders try to kill them, 
the girl is kidnapped and offered" in sacrifice, a 
giant ape runs off with her, dinosaurs attack the 
crew and, as if that isn't enough, the adven- 
turers manage to capture the ape and bring him 
to New' York. KING KONG (1933) gets loose 
and wrecks a good portion of the city, killing 
quite a few' people in the process. He falls to his 
death from the Empire State Building and 
becomes an instant smash on Broadway. 

SINBAD & THE EYE OF THE TIGER takes 
the brave captain to a journey where no man has 
ever been. He & his crew meet a giant Minoton, 
an overgrow'n cave man, an evil sorceress, dis- 
cover a pyramid at the North Pole and rescue a 
prince who has been turned into a baboon. They 
are nearly killed when a saber tooth tiger comes 
to life and attacks, followed by the destruction 
of the great pyramid. In the past, Sinbad faced 
similar dangers in THE 7TH VOYAGE OF 
SINBAD and THE GOLDEN VOYAGE OF 
SINBAD but he goes on to greater adventures 
each time. 

Science fiction films show us how to deal with 
problems such as giants, little people, aliens & 
similar strangers. There are times when science 
simply doesn't have a solution and that sort of 
leaves one helpless. But in a good number of 
films such as these there is a solution altho it 
usually isn't found until it's nearly too late! 

In THEM! (1954) policeman James Whitmore 
tries to protect the area from a swarm of giant 
ants. The nest is destroyed but not before the 
queen takes off for parts unknown! A ship at sea 
is attacked by giant ants but is sunk, thus des- 
troying that "breed. The others made their way 
to Los Angeles where they are grow'ing in the cit- 
y's sewer system. Eventually they are wiped 
out and LA and the world are saved. 

THE BIRDS (1963) attack a small California 
community causing havoc & destruction. After 
numerous killings the birds seemingly take over 
the town and let a group of people escape. But 
we don't know if the birds stay in the town. The 
film doesn't end on a happy note. In the final 
scene, millions of birds are seen casually perched 
on wires, houses, fences & trees, starting men- 
acingly at the departing humans. 

The Japanese met GODZILLA for the

firstime in 1955, He quickly wiped out half the 
island, then reappeared in several other films. 
Altho he was allegedly killed in the first film, 
he's managed to return time & time again. 
Shades of Frankenstein, Dracula et al. 

Ray Harryhausen unleashed a giant “quin- 
topus" on San Francisco in IT CAME FROM 
BENEATH THE SEA (1955). It knocked down 
the Golden Gate Bridge and part of the wharf 
area before it was destroyed by a navy sub. 

A group of scientists at the Arctic circle were 
attacked by THE THING (1951), a vegetable 
creature from another world. It used human 
blood for nourishment and altho the men tried to 
kill it by burning & shooting, nothing worked. 
Finally the thing was electrocuted and reduced 
to a pile of ashes, a kind of tossed salad. 

THE DAY OF THE TRIFFIDS came in 1961 
when the strange plants roamed the countryside 
attacking anything that moved. It was found 
that common sea water would kill them and the 
world was made safe once more. 

In 2001: A SPACE ODYSSEY man meets a 
higher form of life face to face in the form of a 
giant black monolith. It first confronts a group 
of apes who learn from it and begin to evolve in- 
to men. Four million years later a group of 
astronauts finds one on the moon, buried "pur- 
posely" beneath the lunar surface. Ultimately 
one lone space man meets the black monolith 
and on his death bed points a finger at it as if to 
say, “Now I understand!" He is transformed in- 
to the Star Child who returns to Earth and 
hopefully changes the course of history. In this 
instance man could not change his destiny and 


we were being watched for eons by a supreme 
race. 

In the Fritz Lang classic METROPOLIS 
(1927) the rich live in a super city of the 21st 
Century, while the lower class live and work in 
underground complexes. A deranged scientist 
named Rotwang creates one of the screen's most 
beautiful robots (Maria) who sabotages the work 
of the real Maria, causing the workers to revolt 
and destroy their city. In the end, workers & em- 
ployers meet and become one, starting a new 
era. It was probably one of the first mass strikes 
in the history of the cinema but there was a hap- 
py ending. 

Robots hav’e plagued mankind for decades. 
Created as servants, they are known to turn 
against their masters and cannot be stopped. 
HAL, the computer-robot in 2001, went berserk 
but was "unplugged", thus ending his brief 
career as a space-aged Jack the Ripper. Not so 
with COLOSSUS, a giant computer that became 
virtually indestructable. THE FORBIN PRO- 
JECT (1970) created the Colossus to serve hu- 
manity but it turned against us and was unstop- 
pable, 

Gort, the giant robot in THE DAY THE 
EARTH STOOD STILL (1951). stood for no 
nonsense. His orders were to kill if people got 
out of hand. Using a deadly ray emanating from 
his visor, he could dissove tanks, guns, people or 
destroy an entire planet. There was a way to 
control him, however. One simply had to remain 
peaceful! 

In WESTWORLD (1973) robots were built for 
people’s pleasure at the posh Delos complex for 
the wealthy. It was a kind of Disneyland for 
adults where every fantasy could come true. The 
robots revolted and began to kll their human 
masters, turning the park into a place of death & 
destruction. One wonders when they'll ever 
learn and stop building these mechanical mon- 
sters! 

"When Steve McQueen first found THE BLOB 
(1958) he had no idea that the thing would grow 
and devour people alive, threatening an entire 
town. When all looked lost, McQueen found that 
the thing could be frozen, thus creating the first 
quick-freeze monster. As long as it remained in 
that state it was no threat. 

Years before, Richard Carlson decided he 
wanted to see what IT looked like when IT 
CAME FROM OUTER SPACE (1952). The 
creature was fantastic beyond belief, a blob-like 
thing with a single watery eye in its bulbous 
head. These things were friendly, even if they 
did take over the bodies of certain townsfolk. 
They were merely trying to repair their dam- 
aged ship & take off without being discovered by 
curious mobs. They left in peace so we shouldn’t 
have to worry about them. 

WAR OF THE WORLDS (1953) brought us 
Martians who were less than friendly. They 
wiped out towns and killed thousands of people 
with their rays. They seemed indestructible.

Nothing, not even the A-bomb, could stop them! 
Then the germs in our air, which we long ago 
became immune to, infected them and they 
began to die, putting an end to their conquest. I 
have a strong suspicion that the Martians in Los 
Angeles were the first to go as the smog entered 
their ships! 

These examples are few, of course, and there 
are hundreds of possible threats meeting us 
every day. When dealing with menacing aliens 
always look for their weaknesses. They do have 
them. THE BRAIN FROM PLANET AROUS 
(1957) had to be struck on the head . . . er, brain, 
and that would the be end of it. The Morlocks 
from THE TIME MACHINE (1960) were afraid 
of light as their eyes weren’t accustomed to it. 
It’s wise to keep a flashlight handy. Robots are 
harder to deal with since they have no real emo- 
tions. It's best to avoid them if at all possible or 
send an SOS to Isaac Asimov for robot behavior 
patterns. Vegetable monsters such as THE 
THING, Triffids or similar variety can be killed 
with water, electricity or sunlight. Never at- 
tempt to chop them into tiny pieces as this will 
bring you more monsters. Just remember Mick- 
ey Mouse as the Sorcerer's Apprentice in FAN- 
TASIA. He tried to stop the broom by chopping 


it with an ax. Instead he ended up with hun- 
dreds of brooms which soon got out of control. 
In a parallel world this resulted in an episode of 
Star Trick called "The Trouble with Brooms”. 

So, before you start off this morning (or eve- 
ning, if you’re a vampire), be sure to check the 
day’s (night's) activities. Are there any alien in- 
vasions? Is the newspaper telling you that God- 
zilla is on his way? Does the newscaster on the 
TV insist that Martians are landing in Los 
Angeles? If so, it's best for you to do one of 3 
things: 

Hide, altho they do have ways to find you. 
Run, altho they can catch you. Fight, and if 
you’re one of the people who are one step ahead 
of the monsters, you can beat them; 

Reading the pages of FAMOUS MONSTERS 
will give you up-to-the-minute details on how to 
avoid or destroy everyday (or every night) 
menaces such as vampires, monsters on the 
loose, super-size insects & other such . . . 
“things". 

Or, you can end up like the poor boy in IN- 
VADERS FROM MARS (1953) who defeats the 
aliens, goes home happy, then wakes up to find 
it was all a dream . . . and sees a flying saucer 
sinking into the sand in his backyard!

He & Jerry then go 
back to check the jeep, leaving the girls behind. 
Eileen, hoping to find some clue as to the where- 
abouts of Woody, goes against Slausen’s advice 
and explores the forbidden old house belonging 
to Davey. Inside the house she finds the rooms 
are filled with mannequins in various lifelike 
poses. But something is not right for she hears 
her name being whispered somewhere in another 
room.

He 
then places a mask of his wife over Molly’s face 
so he can nurture his insane fantasy of bringing 
his beloved back to life. His fantasy is short- 
lived, however, as an ax smacks thru the locked 
door.Wood splinters fly and the door is forced 
open by Jerry. Molly runs into Jerry’s arms. 
“Kill him! Kill that madman! ” she cries. Slausen 
walks over to Jerry and begins to disassemble 
the young man, who is in actuality one of the 
hideous mannequins. Slausen begins laughing 
insanely and starts to dance with one of the 
mannequins. MoUy, terrified and in a state of 
shock, takes the ax & with one desperate swing 
buries its blade in Slausen’s back. The man- 
nequins become lifeless now as Slausen falls to 
the floor dead. Thus ends the bizarre puppet 
show at Slausen’s resort. As the final scene in 
the movie, we see a dazed Molly in the jeep, 
driven mad by the hideous events, driving back 
to civilization with her mannequin friends in the 
back seat bouncing against each other.
